TO HELP NEGROES 


TW O HUNDRED AND FIFTY ARE 
GOING TO SPRING VALLEY. 


Id ob in Full Control—Colored Miners 
Warned Not To Return 
to the 
Town—Authorities Seem Unwilling 
To 
Take 
Steps Toward Ending 
the Trouble.

No arrests or attem pts 
a t arrest have been made. The mobs 
commenced 
operations 
yesterday by 
stopping work at the various coal shafts 
and during the entire day the streets 
swarm ed with men and further depre­ 
dations are expected at any moment. 
All day both 
sides 
engaged 
in the 
bloody riots of Sunday have been or­ 
ganizing their men and preparing for 
fu rth er displays of force. The aid of 
the law as yet has not been success­ 
fully evoked on either side and if the 
belligerent parties attem pt to carry out 
the resolutions adopted by them blood­ 
shed cannot be avoided. It has been 
impossible to locate the following ne­ 
groes in addition to those reported in- 
lured, several of whom, it is positively 
asserted, are lying dead in the ravines 
surrounding Spring Valley on the west: 
W ASHINGTON 
ANDERSON, aged 
47 years. 
ARCH IBALD FLEM ING , 
aged 25 
years. 
SAM UEL JOHNSON, aged 30 years. 
L E W IS MARTIN, aged 35 years. 
R O B ER T NELSON, aged 33 years. 
JA C K STONE, aged 42 years. 
Several of the above are known to 
have been shot and badly injured, and 
two young ladies who came to town 
late last evening reported th a t they 
saw the prostrate form of a negro lying 
in the woods west of town. They made 
an unsuccessful effort to arouse him. 
M arshal Hicks of Spring Valley says 
he is satisfied th a t one or more bodies 
will be found in the 
woods 
between 
Spring Valley and M arquette. A search­ 
ing party is being organized to sta rt 
out from Seatonville a t once. 
T he immense whistles a t the various 
coal shafts were blown yesterday, giv­ 
ing the signal th at work would be done 
in the mines, and large num bers of 
m iners turned out 
with their dinner 
pails, but were confronted on the high­ 
w ays leading to the shafts by Italians 
arm ed with rifles and the various small 
arm s used in the riots Sunday, who 
ordered them back to their homes. The 
order w as universally obeyed, though 
m ost of the English speaking miners 
desired to work. 
A t a secret meeting of the Italians 
held at midnight last night the plan of 
stopping the men from working was a r­ 
ranged; also a call for a m ass meeting 
of the miners was issued, to be held at 
th e lum ber yard adjoining the Rock 
Island depot, a t IO o’clock yesterday 
m orning. Over 2,000 men assembled at 
the appointed hour, and the situation 
w as freely discussed, nearly all of the 
speeches being in a foreign tongue. The 
coal company was roundly denounced, 
an d 
much 
inflam m atory 
language 
used. One speaker said if the murdered 
Italian was a relative of his he would 
not stop with the negroes, but would 
settle it once and effectively with M an­ 
ager Dalzell, of the coal company, who, 
he said, deserved all the blame, as he 
had brought the negroes here. 
A fter an hour of general discussion a 
resolution was adopted giving the rem ­ 
n a n t of the negroes left until 5 O’clock 
this evening in which to leave the city, 
an d to carry off their effects. Any ef­ 
fects left after th a t time will be de­ 
clared confiscated and destroyed. 
A committee was appointed to organ­ 
ize the Italians and see th at instruc­ 
tions were carried out. Another com- 
m itttee 
was 
appointed to w ait upon 
M anager Dalzell to dem and the dis­ 
charge of all negroes and to agree to 
employ no new ones for the present. 
The committee immediately called at 
Mr. Dalzell’s office and 
stated 
their 
grievances. Mr. Dalzell, in reply, said 
he had nothing to say on the subject, 
an d th at it was a m atter he wouldn’t 
discuss. The committee retired with no 
assurances. 
D uring the rem ainder of the day the 
streets were crowded with men discuss­ 
ing the situation. The situation is seri­ 
ous. The foreign element has declared 
th a t no man, either black or white, shall 
retu rn to work until the coal company 
agreees to discharge every colored m an 
in its employ, and also to hire no men 
of either race until idle men of Spring 
Valley shall be given employment. 
The negroes now propose to .return 
to their homes and continue in their 
employment in the mines of the coal 
company. They held a m ass meeting at 
IO o’clock yesterday in the Union church 
a t Seatonville, where the negroes are 
rendezvousing, and voted to remain at 
Seatonville until their men were organ­ 
ized and then return to the valley. A 
comm ittee of six was appointed to visit 
Princeton in the m eantim e 
and 
en­ 
deavor to secure supplies and the 200 
repeating W inchester rifles 
th at are 
owned by B ureau county and stored in 
the courthouse, to be used for the pro­ 
tection of citizens in case of riot. The 
Spring Valley Coal company sent its 
treasu rer to Seatonville and paid the 
negroes there w hat was due them up to 
last W ednesday. The am ount due since 
th a t time will be paid within a few 
days. 
The 
county 
officials a t 
Princeton 
when seen last night did not know what 
steps if any would be taken to bring 
the guilty panties in Spring Valley to 
justice. 
Sheriff Clark said he was dis­ 
couraged in the m atter as not one a r­ 
rested a year ago for looting the stores 
a t Spring Valley had been convicted by 
the courts. They were either let off for 
lack of evidence or on legal technicali- 
oalities. 
The citizens of Spring Valley are ii. 
such a state of 
intimidation 
th at a 
criminal 
prosecution 
requiring 
local 
witnesses is of no avail. 
At the negro 
settlement, at No. 3 shaft pandemonium 


reigns. * trow els or roreigners nocked 
about the streets a t all hours discharg­ 
ing firearms of various kinds and throw ­ 
ing rocks against the cottages of +he 
negroes. 
This was evidently done Or 
the purpose of terrorizing the occupants 
and in this it was successful. 


M’AFEE MURDER M YSTERY. 


Tramp Under A rrest Identified as a D is­ 
charged Insane P atient. 
Lincoln, 111., Aug. 6.—The m ystery 
surrounding the m urder of Lewis Mc­ 
Afee on Sunday, July 21, near here, is 
explained. 
McAfee was shot dead on 
his porch, the assassin escaped, and a 
vigorous search resulted in the arrest 
of Charles King, claiming Kingston, 
Tenn., as his home. King confessed to 
being Joseph Leonard Giles, from Scio, 
Harrison county, Ohio. Correspondence 
received has verified his statem ents and 
established the further fact th at he had 
been discharged from the Ohio state in­ 
sane asylum at Columbus. He has been 
identified as the roam ing tram p in Me­ 
nard county, this state, who demanded 
coffee from a farm er’s wife a t the point 
of a pistol and was chased aw ay by the 
indignant farm er arm ed with a W in­ 
chester. L ater he appeared a t another 
farm er’s place, and upon being refused 
food said he wanted to kill someone and 
brandished a pistol. The farm er fled 
and saved his life. Giles is weakening 
and will m ake a complete confession. 


MRS. TALMAGE DEAD. 


The 
W ife 
of 
th e 
Fam ous 
Brooklyn 
Preacher Expires Yesterday. 
Dansville, N. Y., Aug. 6.—Mrs. T. De- 
W itt Talm age died here at 5:30 o’clock 
yesterday morning. 
Since the burning of the Brooklyn 
tabernacle last year Mrs. Talm age has 
suffered from nervous prostration and 
she has never fully recovered from the 
shock sustained then. 
L ater she went 
to Europe for the benefit of her health, 
but while in 
Rome became ill with 
Rom an fever and, accompanied by one 
of her physicians, returned home. She 
was removed to the Dansville san itar­ 
ium about a year ago, with Miss Daisy 
Talm age as her constant companion. 
While Dr. Talm age was aw ay on a lec­ 
turing tour in the west last week, he 
received a telegram summoning him 
to his wife’s bedside. He at once can­ 
celled all engagem ents and hastened 
back to find th at there was very little 
hope for the patient’s recovery and he 
remained with her until the end this 
morning.

B ig Sandy and Carrollton 
D estroyed at 
C incinnati— Loss, 9 1 0 0 ,0 0 0 . 
Cincinnati, 
Ohio, 
Aug. 
6.—About 2 
o’clock yesterday afternoon a fire broke 
out on the Big Sandy wharfboat. 
It 
spread very rapidly and soon swept 
out the w harfboats of the Louisville 
mail line and the New Orleans and 
Memphis line. Before 3 o’clock the fire 
was under control, but a num ber of 
w harfboats were totally destroyed and 
others damaged, and two steam ers, the 
Big Sandy and the Carrollton, 
were 
burned to the w ater’s edge. 
The loss 
on the Big Sandy is $35,000 and on the 
Carrollton $30,000, not including car­ 
goes. 
The 
loss on 
the 
w harfbcats 
makes the total over $100,000. Firem an 
Bennett was overcome by heat and is 
unconscious at the hospital. 
He may 
die. 
William R. Shaw, superintendent 
of the w harfboat; Firem an Jack Craw ­ 
ley, and 
William Kihby 
were badly 
burned, and the fireman of the Big San­ 
dy was also badly burned. The fire or­ 
iginated by boys striking a m atch near 
the baled hay. 


Gang of C ounterfeiters Caught. 
New York, Aug. 6.—The expert coun­ 
terfeiters who for two years past have 
been engraving and printing $500 and 
$100 United States gold certificates and 
flooded Canada with notes of similar 
denominations have been discovered by 
secret service detectives, and four of 
the gang of five were captured last 
night and are now locked up in Jersey 
City. The fifth member, the backer of 
the plant, was arrested, hut 
escaped 
from the officers. 
William E. Brock­ 
way and Dr. O. E. Bradford were the 
leaders. 
The other members of the 
gang 
are 
Libbie Smith, a cousin of 
Bradford, and Sidney Smith, the en­ 
graver of the party, who is said to he 
Libbie Sm ith’s husband, and William 
S. W agner. 


Find Stains on the Floor. 
Chicago. Aug. 6 —The police claim to 
have found blood stains on the floor and 
walls of the Holmes Englewood build­ 
ing. The spots are in the room once oc­ 
cupied by' Mrs. Conner as a bedroom, 
and in the bathroom. The trap-door to 
the secret stairw ay is also stained, and 
behind the baseboards more stains were 
found. In the bedroom were found a 
portion of a girl s wardrobe and a pair 
of trousers, which were stained. It is 
also claimed th at those spots were made 
by blood. Chips from the door, base­ 
board and floor which held the spots 
and the clothing were taken to central 
station and will be turned over to the 
city chemist for expert examination. 


A ll Is Q uiet at Omaha. 
Omaha. Neb.. Aug. 6.—The answer of 
the now police commissioners to the pe­ 
tition of tile regular 
fire 
and police 
commissioners was filed in court yes­ 
terday. Tile hearing takes place this 
morning, and is in Hie nature of a test 
of the constitutionality of tho new' law 
under which the new board is airting. 
Not a ripple of excitement was noticed 
in the city yesterday, so far as the po­ 
lice muddle is concerned. 
W hether it 
is a calm before tile storm and a pre­ 
monition of impending bloodshed is a 
question undetermined.

FATHER AND SON 


SHOCKING 
AFFRAY 
RESULTS 
FROM HOT WORDS. 


Guest Full of Whisky Does Bloody 
Work 
in 
a 
Versailles 
Hotel— 
Bloomington, 
111 , 
Young 
Lady 
Assaulted by a Negro Fiend, and 
May Die—Other Criminal News. 


Versailles, Ky., Aug*. 7.—Shortly af­ 
ter 4 o’clock yesterday afternoon, W. 
N. Lane, a fence dealer, of Lexington, 
Ky., 
shot 
and killed 
Jam es Roden- 
baugh and 
m ortally wounded 
H. C. 
Rodenbaugh, father of Jam es a t the 
Hotel Woodford. 
E arly in the m orning Lane, who was 
Srunk, arrived from Lexington and ap­ 
plied a t the Hotel Woodford, of which 
H. C. Rodenbaugh is the proprietor, for 
a room in which to sleep off his drunk. 
He was given a good front room. Short- 
tl after 4 o’clock in the afternoon Lane 
came dowrn stairs and, addressing H. 
C. Rodenbaugh, said: 
“The room you 
gave me is not fit for a hog.’’ 
Roden­ 
baugh said: “The room wras very nice 
until after you had been in it.’’ 
This 
enraged Lane 
and made him 
more violent. Ju st then Jam es Roden­ 
baugh, aged 22, son of the proprietor, 
and a cripple, came in with a revolver 
in his hand, and, addressing Lane, said: 
“Get out of here; you shall not abuse 
my old father in th at way.’’ 
Lane instantly drew his revolver and 
fired, sending a ball through the young 
m an ’s neck, cutting the jugular vein. 
As Jam es Rodenbaugh fell, he fired at 
Lane. 
His aim was unsteady, and the 
ball barely grazed L a n e s left breast, 
plowing along the side. 
More furious 
th an ever, Lane rushed up to the old 
m an and at close range sent a bullet 
through his m outh into the base of his 
brain, and still another into his spine 
as he fell by the dead body of his young 
son. 
Lane was Immediately arrested. 
H. C. Rodenbaugh was a soldier in 
the Federal arm y under Col. J. D. Jacob, 
ex-m ayor of Louisville. He cannot re­ 
cover. Lane took a prominent part in 
the recent Breckenridge-Owens con­ 
gressional campaign. 


[WORK OF A COLORED FIEND. 


MIM Mary N lcktln, o f B loom ington, IIL, 
tho Victim . 
Bloomington, 111., Aug. 6.—Miss Mary 
Nicklin, daughter of a coal miner of 
this city, is lying in a semi-unconscious 
condition a t her home as the result of 
an assault m ade upon her last night 
by a negro while she w as going home 
from church. 
The negro accosted her 
and made a villainous proposition, and, 
upon her turning to flee, struck her in 
the back, so injuring her th at she did 
not regain consciousness for nearly an 
hour, when she came to her senses in 
a dark alley. The purpose of the scoun­ 
drel was not accomplished, but Miss 
Nicklin was so severely injured and so 
overcome by the shock th at it is doubt­ 
ful lf she can recover. The outrage has 
created intense excitement. 


Shot Down In th e Street. 
Lexington, Ky., Aug. 6.—Richard Sut­ 
ter, a prom inent citizen of Frankfort, 
killed H arry Keller in th at city last 
night. Keller 
testified against Sutter 
in a suit th a t was being tried against 
the 
latter. The 
case 
was 
decided 
against Sutter and he blamed Keller for 
the adverse verdict. They met on the 
corner of Mill and W ashington streets. 
Sutter asked Keller why he swore to a 
lie on him. Keller replied by calling 
Sutter a liar, when the latter drew his 
pistol and shot Keller threw the head, 
killing him instantly. 


D esp era d o s Behind th e Burs. 
Salt Lake, Utah, Aug. 6.—Coughlin 
and George, 
the slayers 
of Sheriffs 
Staag and Dawes n ear Echo on Monday 
last, have been captured and are safely 
behind the bars in the county jail. The 
men were taken by surprise and sur­ 
rendered without fighting or firing a 
shot. They said it was the first oppor­ 
tunity they had had to surrender with­ 
out being shot down like dogs. The jail 
is besieged by a curious crowd anxious 
to see the prisoners. 


FAINTED BEFORE HE DIED. 


Shocking Scene at th e E xecution o f a 
W om an-R iller In New l'ork. 
New York, Aug. 6.—Richard Leach 
was elctrocuted in Sing Sing prison at 
noon yesterday for the m urder of his 
mistress. 
He was weak, and almost 
immediately after he sat down in the 
chair he fainted. He was in this con­ 
dition when the fatal shock was turned 
on. 
W hen the current 
was 
applied 
(1,700 volts) the victim sprang forw ard 
against 
the 
straps, when 
the cloth 
m ask dropped aw ay and exposed his 
face, terrible in its horror. His eyes 
were open and before the current had 
been on five seconds his breast heaved 
and from the lips there came a gurg­ 
ling sound. After the current had been 
on one minute and fifty-seven seconds 
it was turned off and the doctors de­ 
cleared him dead.

THE CHINESE RIOTS 
ARE WORSE TODAY 


GUN 
BOATS 
DEMANDED 
TO 
PROTECT FU KIEN. 


American Mission Burned and Foreign­ 
ers Fleeing in Terror—Much Prop­ 
erty 
Destroyed—Minister 
Denby 
Arraigned for Neglect of Duty— 
European Powers Called Upon. 


Shanghai, Aug. 5.—Fru-Keiu prov 
ince is in a state of rebellion and the 
American mission at Fuog-Wook has 
been burned and the European and 
Americans have telegraphed for gun 
beats 
to 
protect 
the 
foreign 
settlement. 
At 
a 
crowded 
meeting of the European residents of 
this city speeches were made condemn­ 
ing the action of the Chinese authorities 
in the case of the m assacre of mission­ 
aries at W hai-Han, near K u Cheng, last 
Thursday, and a resolution was adopted 
to appeal directly to the European gov­ 
ernm ents against the outrage. The res­ 
olution also referred to the inadequate 
m anner in which China had dealt with 
the perpetrators of former outrages. 
The Chinese m agistrate at Ku Cheng 
■waited for the completion of the m assa­ 
cre before appearing upon the scene. 
There are a thousand soldiers at Ku 
Cheng. 
It is therefore absurd to say 
th at the authorities could 
not have 
stopped the massacre, which was evi­ 
dently carefully and secretly organized. 
The American 
mission 
a t Shasni, 
near Hankow, has been destroyed and 
the 
m issionaries 
are fugitives. 
The 
American consul has advised the mis­ 
sionaries in adjacent provinces to retire. 
Some of the speakers at yesterday’s 
meeting declared th at they have lost 
confidence in the diplomats a t Pekin. 
United 
States 
Minister Denby 
and 
British Minister N. R. O’Connor are 
being especially denounced. The Amer­ 
icans desire a special commission un­ 
der United States Consul Jernigan to 
inquire into the outrages in Szechuen. 
Minister O’Connor has assented to this. 
It is learned th at after the Ku Cheng 
massacre the mob looted the buildings. 
London, Aug. 6.—The correspondent 
of the Times at Shanghai says that the 
missionaries killed at Ku Cheng were 
murdered 
by an organized 
hand of 
eighty vegetarians. The ladies begged 
for their lives, promising to yield their 
property and valuables, but the leader 
of the band shouted out his orders to 
kill them outright.

Chinese May Have to Far. 
W ashington. Aug. 6.—The statem ent 
from United States Minister Denby and 
Consul-General Jernigan that no Amer­ 
icans were injured in the attack by the 
Chinese mob upon the missions at Ku 
Cheng relieves 
the 
navy departm ent 
from the necessity of ordering so m e of 
the American naval forces to th#1 scene 
of trouble, although this incident will 
undoubtedly form the subject of an ­ 
other demand upon the Chinese govern­ 
ment for reparation and indemnity for 
the outrage upon the property rights of 
the American missionaries. 


Tries to K ill Durrant. 
San Francisco, Cal., Aug. 6.—The first 
attem pt to do violence to Theodore Dur- 
rant, on trial for the m urder of Blanche 
Lam ont in Em anuel church, since his 
incarceration, was made yesterday as 
the defendant was leaving the court­ 
room. The prisoner was In the custody 
of the chief jailer, w’hen a wild-looking 
young m an rushed from the crowd to­ 
ward D urrant with the evident inten­ 
tion 
of 
assaulting 
him. The 
Jailer 
threw him off before he could reach 
D urrant, and '.he assailant 
tried 
to 
draw his pistol. He was seized by two 
deputy sheriffs before he could aim his 
w'eapon. It is believed the assailant is 
insane. The seventh juror to try D ur­ 
ran t was secured at the morning session 
of the court. 


B old Robbers to B e H unted Down. 
South Mc Alester, I. T., Aug. 6.—The 
Christian gang robbed another store 
near Calvin last night. M arshal Mc­ 
Alester has telegraphed the departm ent 
of justice to appoint special deputies 
to hunt the 
robbers 
dowrn. M arshal 
Rutherford of the northern district has 
a force of deputies on their way to 
this place to co-operate with M arshal 
McAlester’s men. The officers are de­ 
termined to either kill or capture the 
entire gang. 


From th e Great Lakes to th e Ocean. 
St. Paul, Minn., Aug. 6.—In a state­ 
m ent showing the advantages to be de­ 
rived from the proposed deep w ater 
navigation from the great lakes to the 
ocean, A. L. Crocker of Minneapolis 
estim ated th at by this means the farm ­ 
ers of sixteen states, including Illinois, 
wou*d effect an annual saving of $465,- 
800,000. 


Garm ent W orkers Victorious. 
New York, Aug. 
6.—The 
garm ent 
workers’ strike is practically a victory 
for the union. Forty agreem ents were 
filed yesterday. This makes a total of 
400 
contractors, 
representing 
12,000 
strikers in New York and vicinity, who 
have accepted the term s of the work­ 
men.

MILTON MAN 
CLIMBS 
MOUN­ 
TAINS IN A TRAIN. 


Graphic Account of the Ascent Past 
Frog Rock, Dromedary’s Back and 
National Tunnel to the Land of 
Perpetual Snow—Ulsters 
Needed 
in July. 


Some members of our party spent 
about five days at Colorado Springs 
and were occupied most of the time 
in visiting at the Garden of the Gods. 
M anitou with its famous springs, sev­ 
eral canyons in the vicinity and the 
sides and tops of the lower m ountain6 
which g irt Pike’s Peak on the east. 
All of ascended this 
bold monarch 
of 
the 
Rockies. 
It 
seems 
to 
stand 
out 
in 
front 
of 
the 
first range acd in a clear atmosphere 
could be seen at least a hundred and 
fifty miles distant on the plains. 
It 
rises nearly S.000 feet above the city 
near its base and its summit is over 
14,000 feet above the 
ocean. 
The 
best view of it is obtained tw enty to 
th irty miles away to the east and the 
south where the vision is not so much 
obstructed by the foot hills th at sur 
round it. 
Late one afternoon when 
aw ay to the northeast we saw It in its 
splendid majesty. 
In this direction 
the intervening hills or mountains are 
the lowest. 
Dense white clouds in 
three strata lay across the side of it, 
revealing above them its peak a third 
of the way down. 
The whole moun­ 
tain appeared to be lifted much high 
er into the heavens and the contrast 
between the color of the clouds and 
its gray summit and the deep green of 
its wooded base was most impressive, 
C hoice o f F o u r M ethods. 
There are four methods of reaching 
th e top of the peak. 
The most prim i­ 
tive is on foot along the old trails or 
up the railw ay bed. 
This is the most 
exhausting and occupies from six to 
ten hours, according to the strength 
of the climber. 
The three others are 
by riding on donkeys in carriages 
draw n by horses up a well 
built 
road sixteen miles in length and by 
being pushed in a car by a steam en­ 
gine up a cog-wheel track. 
The last 
takes an hour and one-half, and is by 
far the most comfortable. 
b u n the 
usual fare for the round trip $5.00 
compels many to use the cheapest 
methods on foot. 
This has its com­ 
pensation in enabling one to stop at 
points on the way and study and bd j .y 
th e 
scenery. 
And 
others 
prefer 
the ascent in carriages, as they visit 
places in the m ountain not accessible 
by the railw ay and form more select 
parties. 
The cog wheel track is slightly 
over nine* miles in length and its 
maximum grade a t several points is 
twenty-five per cent. 
It rises from a 
snug little canyon, along side of a 
creek dashing down a narrow channel 
between large boulders, up steep in­ 
clines 
along 
granite 
precipices, 
through 
passes 
between 
huge 
detached recks, across somewhat level 
parks, above tim ber line, and in ex­ 
cavations in the broken stones whica 
crown 
the 
summit. 
The 
ride 
is 
first 
among 
the 
pines and spruces near the bottom, 
next among the birches, and last, 
am ong the stunted cedars. 
Above 
these thin grasses grow on the slopes. 
Curious rock formations a**e pointed 
out along the road. 
Soma of these 
are called the Lone Fisherman, a Na­ 
tional 
Tunnel, * Frog 
Rock, Plum 
Pudding, 
the 
Turtle, 
Lizard 
Rock, 
Dromedary’s 
Back, 
E k’s 
Head, 
Devil 
Slide, 
and 
Pin­ 
nacle Rock. 
You meet several falls, 
one of 
which is named Minnehaha, 
though it bears slight resemblance to 
the original. 
Small cottages in shel­ 
tered nooks are passed. 
W ater F o r 
C olorado 
Springs. 
Two reservoirs of water, one a lake 
covering 110 acres, are seen below 
you near the tim ber line of the noun 
tain. 
These furnish the supply for 
th e houses of Colorado Springe, being 
conveyed in thick iron pipes, many 
miles. The b^ys on the train were in 
terested in watching the many little 
ra ts dodge into their hiding places. 
Scores of 
weary excursionists, com 
posed of boys,youDg men and women, 
some quite old, had halted by the 
track to rest iu their climbing on foot 
The ride at times is comparatively 
alow and at others quite rapid. 
Fre­ 
quently the car takes on a shaking 
movement back and forth- from the 
racking action of the cog-wheel of the 
engine. 
There is a system of seven 
distinct ann separate brakes on each 
train. 
The day we were there the 
road made fi?e trips. 
Sometimes it 
adds one to these toward evening, to 
give a sight of the shadow of 
the 
mountain 
stretching 
a t 
sun­ 
set 
rap dlv 
over the 
plain. 
The 


car being crowded on 
its ascent, 
we were invited by the conduct )r to 
ba seated outside on the front plat­ 
form. 
Our position gave na the best 
*; advantage to observe the wonderful 
scenery on both sides of the track and 
ahead of the 
train. 
Our seat com­ 
panion was an employe of the road, 
who had worked for several years in 
various places in the mountains. 
He 
noted for us the points of interest 
along the way, grassy spots where a 
flock of sheep had been accustomed to 
feed, resorts of the Rocky mountain 
lion, forests where pine trees had 
been cut into logs, and places among 
the rocks where belated climbers had 
camped for the night and warmed 
themselves by fires from the fallen 
timbers. 
From a view, at least two- 
thirds of the route up, 
the barren 
summit rises in stern and forbidden 
grandeur almost immediately befoie 
you. 
A t th e Sum m it o f T h e P eak . 
The train rounds a sharp curve, 
and lands you a t the peak, looking 
eastw ard over the wide plain. 
You 
hurriedly take in the surroundings 
close to you. 
Here is a quiet level 
area occupying about tw enty acres 
and almost circnlar in form. 
Here is 
a hotel, a government signal station, 
and Borne tents in process of e rection 
by the geodetic survey of the United 
States. 
The party in charge 
of the 
last have worked from the Pacific,and 
expect to meet here a party in thy 
same work from the Atlantic. 
They 
said th at 
this gigantic enterprise, 
which fixed the latitude and longi­ 
tude of the im portant places of our 
country and the 
height of 
these 
places 
above 
the 
ocean, 
and 
which 
has 
been 
prose­ 
cuted 
many 
years, ends here or 
in this region the coming fall. 
They 
pointed out the other mountain paaks 
on which they have located stations 
of observation, eighty to a hundred 
miles away. 
These stations commu­ 
nicate w ith each other in fa ira b le 
w eather t>y ii ashes of sunlight from 
small mirrors. 
At LaJunta, one hun­ 
dred teven miles distant by railway 
In almost a straight line, a member of 
our tourist party saw on a subsequent 
morning, the flashing of one of the 
mirrors from the point occupied by 
these tents. 
Here are also drifts of 
snow, and some persons are amuse- 
ing themselves in the last part of July 
by 
pelting 
each other with balls 
made from it. 
It is intensely cold, 
and a thick 
heavy ulster scarcely 
keeps you. warm, though you walk 
about as briskly as the high altitude 
will permit. 
Mosses and tiny blue 
flowers are gathered among the rocks 
and close to the snow, and made into 
boquets.

Photographs of the ruins left by the 
Evansville cyclone 
have 
been left 
with the Gazette by F. E. Payne, a 
Michigan newspaper man who was on 
the spot. 
“ I have always doubted the stories 
of the 
destiucliveness 
of Dakota 
storms” said Mr. Payne today, “ but 
when I found spots where three foot 
banka of hail had been piled up w ith­ 
in two minutes I chanced my mind. 
Why, five days after the storm I found 
hail stones an inch in diameter. 
“ How much rain fell it is hard to 
say. 
I saw places where barbed wire 
fences, posts and all had been carried 
away bodily by w ater flowing from 
the fields where no more is ever ex­ 
pected than can be 
passed easily 
through 
a 
small 
road 
culvert. 
Mix this deluge with a like quantity 
of hailstones from the size of marbles 
to th at of hen’s eggs, and three or

expedition, and 
m ade 
friends 
w ith 
m ine host, a typical inn-keeper, whose 
red face and extensive w idth betokened 
good living. 
W e talked about 
wine, 
an d he produced some of th e 
finest 
claret I ever wish to taste. I t had been 
in his cellar as long as he rem em bered. 
H e also showed me 
some 
curiously 
sealed bottles of H ollands, undeniably 
old. 
A connoisseur would have taken 
up his abode there for good, and would 
have been well rew arded, says London 
Sketch. I have m ade very sim ilar dis­ 
coveries in K ent and Sussex. All these 
w ines probably belong to an age be­ 
fore ad u lteration becam e a fine a rt, and 
long keeping h as m ade them perfect. 
Nobody am ong the natives cares 
for 
them , and Boniface usually keeps the 
supply for the benefit of favored visitors 
from London. T he spirits in tow ns and

He Had Not Foreseen the American 
Type of Nature, 


“I t is not tru e,” rem arked he learned 
play actor, “th a t Shakspeare created all 
kinds of characters, for I do not find 
in his dram as any ch aracters th a t bear 
an y resem blance to the g reat A m er­ 
icans who have figured in our co u n try ’s 
history. There is not in all of them even 
th e shadow of a personality like A bra­ 
ham Lincoln, th an whom there is not a 
finer them e for some fu tu re A m erican 
d ram atist, able to illu strate the scenes 
in his career, from the K entucky log 
cabin to the th eater in which he w as as­ 
sassinated. Shakspeare has no George 
W ashington, no A ndiew Jackson, none 
of our heroes or sages, none of our 
m any unique notables, and none of our 
wondersom e women. 
H is creations be­ 
long to m any countries, b u t he never 
gives a forecast of the peculiar A m er­ 
ican product which cam e into existence 
centuries after his death. 
“Few 
of 
Shakspeare’s 
characters 
would ever have been tolerated in this 
country. 
W e could not have F alstaff 
am ong us, or M acbeth, or Lear, or Cali­ 
ban, or the ghost of H am let’s father, or 
Ophelia, m uch less any of his royal or 
classical characters. 
“W e have had plenty of A m ericans 
w orthy of dram atic honors, fitted for 
th e tragedy, the comedy, or the histor­ 
ical play, totally different in their tra its 
and deeds from the SI akspearean peo­ 
ple, and the like of whom were never 
suggested or foreshadowed by Shak­ 
speare. The o ft-rep eatel statem ent th a t 
the play w riter of S tratford conceived 
a n d drew all types of hum an n ature 
a n d all varieties of hum an life is a fic­ 
tion. 
Should a m an of his genius ever 
be born in the U nitea States he would 
find here an abundance of m aterial for 
d ram a s as g rand as ever were w ritten.”
